Senator Jackson said, in making the release: "Ambassador Kennan has a 
distinguished record of over 25 years in the Department of State and the Foreign 
Service. During critical years after World War II he was Director of the 
Department’s Policy Planning Staff, and then Ambassador to the Soviet Union, 
retiring from the Service in 1953. In 19&1 Ambassador .Kennan again answered the 
call of public duty, and served for two years as Ambassador to Yugoslavia, 
returning just this fall to his permanent professorship in the School of 
Historical Studies, the Institute for Advanced Study, Princeton, New Jersey," 
Jackson added: "For many years Ambassador Kennan has been a source of 
thoughtful and critical comment on deficiencies in the national policy making
